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Staff Comments 


Each year as 
winter ap- 
proaches, the 
temptation 
grows strong to 
look forward to 
spring and its 
new life and 
changes. The 
spring of 1991 
will bring change to the American 
Guernsey Association (AGA) in the 
areas of computer processing and 
type traits appraisal. 


Five years ago the AGA entered an 
electronic data processing (EDP) 
agreement with the American Jer- 
sey Cattle Club (AJCC). This agree- 
ment offered better service at a lower 
cost than the company the AGA 
was using at that time. The EDP 
agreement between the AGA and 
the AJCC expires March 31, 1991. 
While investigating the various 
options for AGA computer work, 
the concept surfaced of installing a 
“local area network” system in the 
AGA office that would handle all of 
the AGA computer needs. Just as 
five years ago, computer technol- 
ogy has advanced far enough that 
installing a network system will 
provide the AGA with more efficient 
computer service at lower cost. 


Installing a “network” system will 
cost $90,000 as compared to con- 
tinuing the EDP agreement with 


the AJCC at $36,000 per year for 
five years. With the initial cost of 
installing the network system de- 
preciated over five years ($18,000 
per year) and estimating the addi- 
tional operating costs at $7,000 per 
year, the AGA can do its own data 
processing for $25,000 per year 
which is $11,000 per year less than 
continuing with the AJCC system. 
Plus at the end of the initial five year 
period, the AGA will have its own 
data processing system, free and 
clear. 


The network system will provide 
other advantages to Guernsey breed- 
ers as well. 

1. Custom designed programs and 
printouts. 

2. Faster, more efficient processing 
of information requests. 

3. Possibility of including remote 
access capabilities for breeders and/ 
or AGA staff members in the field 
who have personal computers. 

4. More complete utilization of the 
AGA’s investment in personal com- 
puters. 

Moving AGA data processing from 
a “mainframe” set-up to a network 
system will allow the AGA to proc- 
ess its information using the most 
efficient computer technology avail- 
able. 


A side effect of AGA doing its own 
data processing is that the AGA will

also be doing its own type traits 
appraisal. When discussions with 
AJCC were initiated in regards to 
continuing the EDP agreement, the 
AJCC expressed their intention not 
to continue the joint appraisal pro- 
gram if the EDP contract was not 
continued. The AJCC believed that 
scoring Guernsey cows is a “break- 
even” proposition, at best and, 
perhaps is even costing them money. 
They can only justify the joint ap- 
praisal program, as long as the EDP 
agreement is in effect. 


Therefore, starting in April next 
year, the AGA will be running its 
own appraisal program using AGA 
employees to score the vast major- 
ity of Guernsey cows. While it was 
not the AGA’s wish to see the joint 
appraisal program discontinued, the 
break does present an opportunity 
for some advantages to be realized. 
The type appraisal program proba- 
bly generates as much discussion 
and as many ideas as any AGA 
program. Now is the opportune 
time for breeders to send in their 
written input regarding the appraisal 
program. 


Given this five month lead time, 
the transition to our own EDP and 
appraisal program should go very 
smoothly.

Throughout the 
day, exhibitors paraded 216 head before 
Judge Norman Hill of Woodbine, Mary- 
land 

Outstanding Heifer Classes 

Judge Norman Hill summarized the 
junior heifer calf class as an “exceptional 
class with quality running deep into the 
class. I feel the first six sorted to the top 
quite easily.” It is interesting to note 
that the first three heifers in the class 
were junior owned animals and all sired 
by Fayette, who was later named Pre- 
mier Sire of the show.

“This winner in the intermediate 
yearling heifer class has a lot of style and 
balance,” said Dickson of Four Winds 
Victory Pose-ET owned by William Vilter. 
This Victory daughter, also the best bred 
and owned, stood ahead of Laeschland 
Playboy Diedra exhibited by Joyce Laesch 
of Curtiss, Wisconsin. A daughter of 
Wheatland Jupiter Playboy that was “wider 
in her chest and deeper in her rib,” 
placed over Laeschs Victory Katrina, a 
Victory daughter, shown by Jennifer 
Mithoefer.

Junior Champions 

The first and second-place junior 
animals were brought into the ring for 
the selection of the junior champion of 
the junior show. Judge Dickson chose 
the first place junior yearling owned by 
Oscar Clay Smith as junior champion 
and her class mate, the second junior 
yearling, owned by Kurt Peterson as 
reserve junior champion. Dickson re- 
marked, “This was a relatively easy as- 
signment going with my junior year- 
lings. They are real standouts, obvious 
winners. They're beautifully balanced 
and correct all the way through.

Jim Orth of Garnavillo, lowa won 
the class of 21 with Orthfield Fay Leah, 
also the first best bred and owned, she 
had an advantage in udder capacity and 
moved more comfortably on her rear 
legs, over Four Winds Fayette Okie-ET 
owned by William Vilter. This deep 
ribbed and wonderfully framed Fayette 
stood ahead of her stable mate, Four 
Winds Fayette Jubilee-ET. 

“This is an easy four-year-old class 
to line up. I like the openness and frame 
with a flat bone and great leg, “ Dickson 
said as he lead the class off with Misty 
Meadows Bets Beauty, a Fayette daugh- 
ter, from Randy L and Kelly Jo Peterson 
of Wilson, Wisconsin. Fauver Hill Fay- 
ettes Nisson exhibited by Dutch Mill 
Farm Associates of Sparta, Wisconsin 
placed second ahead of England Farms 
Fayettes Evie because of advantage in 
width and strength. Brent Clements of 
Stoddard, Wisconsin owned the third 
placing Fayette daughter. 

A familiar cow to this show, Golden- 
rose SFC Evelyn, topped her class again 
this year. Judge Dickson found an easy 
winner in the Schwinghamer Farm 
Captain daughter owned Tracy Heine- 
mann of Readlyn, Iowa. It was her sub- 
stantialadvantage in size and scale that 
placed her in front of Golden Rae Fay- 
ettes Maxie shown by Delbert Smith of 


Decorah, Iowa. This well-balanced Fay- 
ette daughter stood ahead of the third 
place Rolling Lea Tel Bev exhibited by 
Leroy Lindley and Rolling Lea Farm Inc. 
from Oxford, Ohio. 

The Champions 

At the end of the last cow class the 
first and second place junior owned 
animals were brought back to the ring 
for the championship class. Dickson 
was really pleased with the group he had 
in the ring for champion, going with the 
three-year-old of Angela Smith's for grand 
champion and Kurt Peterson’s aged cow 
for reserve grand champion. Grand 
champion, Willow View Captain Gayla 
was a very attractive individual with a 
beautiful udder over reserve champion, 
Coulee Crest Honor Margy who was a 
more mature cow. 

During the selection of the champi- 
ons for the open show, Dickson pulled 
the junior two-year-old, three-year-old, 
and two aged cows into the center for 
serious consideration. Going with the 
two aged cows for his champions, Dickson 
said, “I knew the first place aged cow was 
going to be my champion, but the more 
you look at the two aged cows the more 
you like them.” Goldenrose SFC Evelyn 
was grand champion and Golden Rae 
Fayettes Maxie was reserve grand cham- 
pion. Evelyn was also best uddered of 
the show and best animal bred by the ex- 
hibitor. 

Group Classes 

Nine exhibitors brought their ani- 
mals in for best three females. Dickson 
gave the advantage to the group from 
Four Wind Farm for open rib and power 
with uniformity over Hubert Rankin’s 
entry. From Atlanta, Illinois, Rankin’s 
three animals were great uddered cows 
with high, wide rear udders which placed 
them over the entry from Kenneth, Gary, 
and Tracy Heinemann of Readlyn, Iowa. 

Clark Vilter took home the first-place 
award for the exhibitor’s herd while Hubert 
Rankin was second among six entries. 

Other Awards 

The Vilter’s received the Premier 
Exhibitor and Premier Breeder banners. 
Phil Laesch accepted the Total Perform- 
ance Cow Award for the fourth consecu- 
tive year, this time for Laeschland Fay- 
ette Bianca. 

The M.B. Nicholas Type and Produc- 
tion trophy, presented to the highest 
official actual 2X, 305 day or less milk 
record, also went to Laeschland Fayette 
Bianca owned by Phil Laesch.

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Heifer A.I. - A"Fast Track" To Genetic Advancement 


Have you thought much 
lately... about the improvement of 
your Guernsey herd? If you have, 
artificial insemination for heifers 
has to be at the top of your im- 
provement list. 

Maximum genetic advancement 
is one of the most important keys to 
a brighter future for your Guern- 
sey herd. Artificially inseminating 
heifers offers a level of improve- 
ment that cannot be matched by 
using natural service. Information 
from the July 1990 USDA sire 
summary shows that non-A.I. bulls 
averaged only +108M +3F +3P and 
+13CY$. The active A.I. proven bulls 
beat these numbers soundly, with 
an average of +872M +36F +27P 
and +118CY$. The possibility of 
even faster genetic growth is real- 
ized by using A.I. sampled young 
sires on heifers. Using natural serv- 
ice is risky because most herd- 
owned sires will never accrue enough 
daughters to form a reliable proof. 
Should the herd sire be found to 
sire inferior daughters, the breeder 
has set his breeding program back 
at least two generations. 

Even with the improvements that 
result, there are still those who will 
argue against heifer A.I. 

Some breeders believe that heifer 
A.I. is expensive...See your neigh- 
bor who is milking any other breed 
and compare semen bills. Guern- 
sey semen from the top A.I. bulls is 
quite reasonably priced. Young sire 
semen is an even better deal for the 
potential improvement that results. 
Breeding A.I. can actually save 
money if the cost of raising, hous- 
ing and maintaining a live herd sire 
is considered. 

Heat detection is sometimes as- 
sumed to be a problem, but the 
solution is as close as the front 
pasture. Keep heifers in an area 
where they can be observed several 
times a day. As with the milking 
herd, proper heat checking is criti- 
cal to getting heifers bred. If a con- 
veniently located pasture is not 
available, a variety of heat detection 
devices are on the market to assist 
in heat detection. 

A good veterinarian is another 
key to catching heifers that are not 
showing signs of heat. Heifers should 
be palpated monthly for reproduc- 


tive problems and treated accord- 
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Artificially insemenating heifers is said to be 


one of the fastest routes for herd progress. 


ingly. Synchronization may be an 
option for herds where good heat 
detection is not practical. 

Heifer A.I. is not inconvenient. 
Plan to breed heifers at a time of day 
when they are accessible and close 
to your breeding area. If a breeding 
chute or shed is not available, build 
one. The convenience will more that 
pay for the cost of a few 2 X 10’s. 

In addition to higher production 
for Guernseys, there are other ways 
that heifer A.I. can add to farm 
profit. The merchandising poten- 
tial for excess stock is higher. In 
1989, 25 of the 27 animals that sold 
at public auction for over $3,000 
were sired by A.I. bulls. Jumper 
bulls do not build pedigrees that 
attract high sale prices. 

Recently, more interest has been 
shown for Guernseys by foreign 
buyers. They demand the best in 
U.S. Guernsey genetics, and are 
willing to pay top dollar for them, 
but animals must be A.I. sired to 
meet even the most basic foreign 
requirements. Heifer A.I. not only 
improves herds, but also brings 
new opportunities for income. 

Following is a round table dis- 
cussion with breeders who are cur- 
rently striving to breed a high per- 
centage of their heifers to A.I. sires. 

Tom Griswold operates Tag Lane 
Farm in Ixonia, Wisconsin. His herd 
of 94 Guernseys currently main- 
tains a rolling herd average of 15,739

pounds of milk. All heifers on the 
farm are bred A.I. resulting in a 79 
percent conception rate. 

Cline Brubaker owns Black- 
water Valley Farm in Rocky Mount, 
Virginia. His 90-cow Guernsey herd 
has arolling herd average of 12,656 
pounds of milk. He breeds 35 per- 
cent of his heifers to young sires. 

Dave and Pam Bolin are the 
owners of Beaver Creek Farm in 
Clarksville, lowa. They have a mixed 
herd of Holsteins and Guernseys. 
The most recent rolling herd aver- 
age for their 37 Guernseys is 12,608 

pounds of milk. They breed 100 
percent of their heifers to A.I. bulls, 
and have a conception rate of 1.5 
breedings per conception. 

Why do you use heifer A.I.? 

Griswold: “For faster genetic prog- 
ress. Believing that our heifers are 
our highest genetic animals on the 
farm, I want to keep that base grow- 
ing as fast as possible.” 

Brubaker: “The heifers have the 
best genetics. By using heifers we 
sample more young sires and breed 
improvement is more rapid. 

Bolin: “Our heifer lot contains 
the most advanced genetics on the 
farm. It would be a shame to have a 
large share of future replacements 
lose this advantage.” 

What are the costs involved in 
artificially breeding heifers as 
compared to natural service? 

Griswold: “I believe the biggest 
cost differences in breeding heifers 
A.lI. or natural are not monetary, 
but in the rate faster genetic prog- 
ress with A.I.” 

Brubaker: “There is very little 
extra cost, if any. The benefits of 
A.I. on heifers and resulting heifer 
calves much outweighs any cost 
that might be incurred.” 

Bolin: “When considering the 
costs of heifer A.I., three advan- 
tages come to mind that offset any 
increased costs in labor and 
management.

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Genetic Markers: New Technology For More Accurate Selection 


Genetic markers, a new tool avail- 
able to help select animals for breed- 
ing purposes, will be the genetic 
technology most broadly used in 
this decade, predicts Dr. C. Mi- 
chael Cowan, General Manager of 
Genetic Visions, Inc., awholly owned 
subsidiary of Tri-State Breeders. 

What are genetic markers? They 
are structural differences in DNA 
that make it possible to identify 
and link certain genes to specific 
traits, Cowan explains. If these 
markers can be linked to traits of 
economic importance, such as pro- 
duction of milk protein in dairy 
cows, they become very useful in 
cattle selection. Genetic Visions Inc., 
Madison, Wisconsin, was formed to 
identify genetic markers and deter- 
mine if they are linked to economic 
traits. 

“The way we traditionally select 
animals for breeding purposes has 
depended on the production rec- 
ords of an animal and its relative,” 
Cowan says. “But pedigree infor- 
mation has limitations. 

“There are additional techniques 
that are becoming available, such 
as genetic markers, that can help 
breeders gain additional informa- 
tion when they are selecting which 
animals they will breed to another.” 
he continues. 

Put another way, while produc- 
tion records look at an animal’s 
phenotype (its physical character- 
istics or performance), genetic 
markers look at its genotype (its 
actual genetic makeup). 

Genetically, cattle have 30 pair 
of chromosomes, with half of each 
pair inherited from each parent at 
conception. Chromosomes consist 
of numerous genes that are con- 
tained in strand of DNA. DNA gives 
“instructions” to body cells, for ex- 
ample, telling them how much milk 
to produce or how efficiently they 
metabolize feed. 

“With genetic marker technol- 
ogy, we are studying the DNA of 
animals,” he continues. “We can 
detect specific patterns of finger- 
prints on chromosomes. Then we 
can see if there is a correlation 
between these patterns and traits 
of economic importance.” 

One important trait for which a 
correlation has been made is with 
kappa-casein in milk. Kappa- 
casein is one of four non-whey 


proteins in milk. There are two genes 
for kappa-casein, “A” or “B”. The B 
gene has been associated with in- 
creases in protein, cheese and milk 
yield. Cowan points out, adding that 
it causes the animal to produce a 
different form of kappa-casein than 
the A gene. 

Animals carry one of three gene 
combinations for kappa-casein: AA, 
AB or BB, with one gene coming 
from each parent. “Studies from 
around the world have shown that 
the BB genotype is most favorable 
in terms of protein and cheese yield; 
AB is somewhat intermediate and 
AA is least favorable,” Cowan says. 

Studies from Europe and Can- 
ada report milk production advan- 
tages of more than 1,000 pounds 
per lactation in favor of the BB 
genotype over the AA genotype,” he 
continues. “Additional studies show 
a 3 to 7 percent advantage in pro- 
tein yield in the BB genotype over 
the AA genotype. 

Not surprisingly, there is breed 
variation for kappa-casein, points 
out Roger Ripley, president of Ge- 
netic Visions. The Jersey breed has 
a high incidence of the BB geno- 
type-80 to 85 percent of animals, 
according to some research. In the 
Holstein breed, research indicates 
that only 3 to 4 percent have the BB 
genotype while 75 to 80 percent 
have the AA genotype. 

“Obviously, selecting for the 
kappa-casein gene by using ani- 
mals of the AB or BB genotype will 
make fast genetic progress for trait,” 
Ripley says. But he emphasizes that 
it is just one of many genetic selec- 
tion tools available. “Like other tools, 
it should not be used as the only 
criteria in selection.” 

Dairy farmers can check the 
kappa-casein genotype of bulls 
before making sire selections. Kappa- 
casein genotyping also can be used 
to determine the genotype of cows 


and heifers in the herd. For ex- 
ample, registered breeders could 
gain an edge in merchandising by 
identifying cow families with the 
favorable kappa-casein genotypes 
(BB and AB). 

Another example of a genetic 

marker, one developed by Genetic 
Visions, is Chromo-Probe, a ge- 
netic marker for the prolactin gene. 
Prolactin is the hormone that initi- 
ates lactation. “Genetic Visions 
research shows significant milk yield 
advantages with the presence of 
the favorable gene from Carlin-M 
Ivanhoe Bell, a well-known Holstein 
sire,” Cowan says. 

What are the advantages of 
genetic markers over traditional pro- 
duction records? “The use of ge- 
netic markers as selection tools 
allows evaluation of true genetic 
potential at a very early age,” Cowan 
points out. “Genetic markers are 


, detectable at any stage of develop- 


ment, in any tissue (blood, semen, 
milk, hair, etc.) in both males and 
females. Genotypes can be ascer- 
tained on embryos in some cases.” 

Cowan believes that genetic 
markers can strengthen current se- 
lection programs by: 

e permitting the selection of indi- 
viduals early in life and more in- 
tensely; 

e selecting for traits that cannot 
be directly measured in the animal 
(for example, milk production in 
bulls); 

e supplementing direct selection 
when normal selection methods are 
not very effective (for example , re- 
productive traits or traits of low 
heritability); 

e supplementing incomplete phe- 
notypic records to provide a higher 
accuracy to estimates obtained from 
pedigree alone. 

“Also, genetic markers can be 
used to help select among individu- 
als, such as full brothers, resulting 
from embryo transfer. And, they 
are useful in pre-screening young 
animals prior to performance re- 
cording or progeny testing,” Cowan 
adds. 

Genetic markers are not unique 
to the dairy industry, or even to ani- 
mal agriculture. They are being used 
extensively with plant breeding, and 
they have many non-agricultural 
applications as well.

a bull run with a group of heifers, 


not only from a human safety stand- 
point, but that of herd health, also.” 

How do you manage your heifer 
A.I. program? 

Griswold: “We do nothing spe- 
cial. Our heifers of breeding age are 
housed on the opposite side of a 
divided feed bunk from our milking 
herd. Catching heats is relatively 
easy.” 

Brubaker: “Heifers are managed 
similarly to the milking herd.” 

Bolin: “We try to group our heif- 
ers by breeding age or size. This us 
usually around 14 to 15 months 
old. A list of heifers that need to be 
bred, are short-bred, or need to be 
pregnancy checked is updated 
monthly. We have no special facili- 
ties, although a breeding chute would 
be a great help at times. Heifers are 
either cornered in the shed with a 
gate or haltered at the feed bunk. 
We use the top two or three PTI sires 
or a young sire.” 

Do you have any “special” man- 
agement that makes inseminat- 
ing heifers “easier”? 

Griswold: “Heifers to be insemi- 
nated are put in a small pen formed 
with swinging gates. Synchroniza- 


tion is used on the occasional heifer 
that we don’t catch in heat.” 

Brubaker: “Breeding heifers are 
with cows during the day to clean 
out silage bunks. They are easily 
noticed and bred. Also, this adjusts 
heifers to feed bunks and to being 
on concrete so when they freshen, 
adjustment is easy.” 

Bolin: “We have used synchro- 
nization in the past, but constant 
attention to heat detection has proved 
the most successful. If we haven't 
seen a heat on an individual we 
have her checked and possibly use 
Lutalyse.” 

Do you have any specific suc- 
cess stories resulting from A.I. 
bred heifers? 

Griswold: “No specific success 
stories, but I did breed 28 consecu- 
tive heifers in one stretch without a 
repeat.” 

Brubaker: “In the herd now or 
recently are 12 outstanding cows. 
Six were sired by young bulls bred 
to heifers, the other six were proven 
bulls bred to heifers.” 

Bolin: “Heifer A.I. in itself is a 
success story. The Guernsey breed 
doesn’t have the numbers to afford 
not using the top sires intensively 
on all animals in the herd.”
